First Blood tor Dunn. 
The application of R. C. Dunn for 
a mandamus compelling the auditor 
of Morrison county to issue a certifi­ 
cate of election to the legislature, was 
heard before Judges Searles and 
Baxter on Monday, and resulted in a 
peremptory writ of mandamus being 
issued to Auditor Ellen becker com­ 
manding him to issue a certificate of 
election to R. C. Dunn. Notice of ap­ 
peal to the supreme court was given. 


The Jon mal-Press, of St. Cloud, 
says: The judges gave their decision 
on Tuesday in favor of Mr. Dunn, but 
it amounts merely to a justification 
for him and a rebuke to the demo­ 
cratic canvassing board which cared 
more for a partisan victory than for a 
•worn duty. The case will be ap­ 
pealed aud cannot be heard by the 
supreme court until after the next 
legislature shall have met and ad­ 
journed. Price’s election will now, 
however, be regularly contested be­ 
fore the legislature, notices to that ef­ 
fect having been served on Tuesday. 
The contest will be brought in the 
name of S. S. Trebby, of Morrison 
oounty, on Mr. Dunn’s behalf. 


Filed a Mortgage. 
A mortgage was filed yesterday 
with the secretary of the state, given 
by the Wadena & Park Rapids Rail­ 
road company, to the Minneapolis 
Trust company. 
The amount of 
money advanced is $450,000, issued in 
bonds paying 6 per cent, interest and 
redeemable in PMO.

dena to Park Rapids, a distance of 
thirty-six miles, each additional mile 
of track calling for an issue of bonds 
for $15,000.

H e was at one tim e 
proteg e of the prince ol W ales and Canon 
I/eydeii at Oxford, Eng ., where he received 
his education. Mr. O ronhyatheka bad heard 
of Hitting B ull's fate. 
‘ I consider that he was m urdered,” said 
the Indian.

He did not instig ate tbe 
nresient dissatisfaction am ong his louow ert. 
It would not take an Indian lorn; to teil 
iust why the Bioux feel so disheartened. 
U nfortunately for the Sioux, th e syni- 
pathier of the people are hMit sig ht of by the 
Mg ents and deii« rtm ent official^ who man- 
aze Indian ansirs to suit their own tastes. 
I fear the killing of Bitting Bull will have a 
di!>adrou:> effect ui>oti the Indians.

The police under Hull Head, lieutenant 
of police, and Shave Head, first sergeant, 
went into camp near Sitting Hull’s village 
last night, and this m orning went into 
Hull's camp and made the arrest. 
Sitting Hull expressed his willingness to 
go with them, but wanted to m ake some 
preparations for the ride and ordered his 
horse to be gotten ready. 
W hile Hull Head and Shave H ead were 
in the shack where the old chief wa* get­ 
ting ready two bucks, enveloj*ed in blank­ 
ets, entered the shack, and, throw ing oft 
their blankets, opened firs on the police. 
Hitting Hull's wife had gone out and set 
up a howl, which seems to have beeu the 
signal for the assault. 
In the fight which followed Red Tom a­ 
hawk killed Sitting Bull. Ten or more of 
Sitting Hull's followers were k lied.

Gen. yules Reports the Death o f Bitting 
R ail to W ashington. 
W ashington, Dec. 18 —Gen. Schofield to­ 
day made public two dispatches from Gen. 
Miles, dated at St. Paul, Dec. IS. The first 
one received says: 
'T h e com m anding officer at F ort Yates 
(Standing Rock) telegraphs to Gen. Huger 
as follow.-: 
‘Courier just in from Capt. 
Fechet reports cavalry w ithin three mites 
of Sitting B ull’s camp, aud pushing on. 
The Indian police arrested Sitting Bull 
about daylight, when Sitting Bull’s friends 
attem pted to rescue him. 
Sitting Bull re­ 
ported killed at once, and fight became gen­ 
eral. A num ber o f best policemen re­ 
ported killed, and probably a num ber 
o f others. The courier who brought word 
was in the fight, and saw Sitting Bull 
on the ground and is sure he is dead. 
Po­ 
licemen reported nearly out of am m uni­ 
tion, but cavalry undoubtedly 
reached 
them w ithin half an hour of receiving 
word. There are IOO cavalrymen, with one 
H otchkiss and otic Gatling gun, com m and­ 
ed by Capt. Fechet. 
I will move out with 
two companies of in 'an try this afternoon 
as far as Oak creek, leaving Capt. Miner 
with Ids company to guard the post.” 
Gen. Miles adds that inform ation was re­ 
ceived th at Sitting Bull was preparing to 
leave, and that orders were given to secure 
his person. 
The othei dispatch from Gen. 
Miles concludes the story as follows: 
"Capt. Fechet arrived in good tim e at the 
scene of the Indian fight, and drove the In­ 
dians away; he also hail surrounded all 
th at rem ained. 
He reports the death of 
Kitting Hull and his son Black Bird. Catch 
Bear and four others* also seven policemen 
killed. 
He reports that he has the body of 
Sitting Bull.” 


SAYS IT IS M URDER. 


A n E d u c a te d Mohawk Talks A boat lis ­ 
ting R ail’s Death. 
Chicago, Dec. 18.—Dr. O ronhyatheka, a 
lull-blooded Mohawk Indian, arrived here 
from the East to-night tor rn consultation 
with Good Templars, lie was at one tim e 
protege of the prince of Wales and Canon 
Leyden at Oxford, Eng., where he received 
ilia education. M r. O ronhyatheka had heard 
of Hitting B ull's fate. 
"I consider th at he was m urdered,” said 
the Indian. 
‘*The officials have not been 
able to actually prove that Hitting Bull was 
a m achinator, 
lie did not instigate the 
present dissatisfaction am ong his followers. 
It would not take an Indian long to tell 
just why the Sioux feel so disheartened. 
U nfortunately for the Sioux, th e sym ­ 
pathies of tile people are lost sight of by the 
agent* aud departm ent officials, who m an­ 
age Indian affairs to suit their own tastes. 
I tear the killing of Hitting Bull will have a 
disastrous eff ect uj*oii the Indians. There is 
absolutely no reason why the Western In­ 
dians should not enjoy the privileges aud 
cont orts of the Hix Nations. 
We have the 
best farms in New York. 
Every Indian has 
ceased to think of his inborn nomadic 
tastes and ba* settled down to the quiet and 
toil ol a tanner’* lite. The increase iii fop- 
uiation in the Six Nations is over 30 per 
cent each year. We are far from exterm ina­ 
tion. 
It is obvious that the United States 
governm ent m ust pursue a different policy 
than it has been following with the Sioux.*'

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MY “ DEESTRICT SCHOOL 


Some one should write a work 
on the early “deestrict schools” of 
New England—n o t an analytical or 
statistical 
work, but rather one 
descrip tive of th a t rem arkable edu­ 
cational institution, in which should 
be incorp orated some of the m ost 
striking occurances—amusing, com- 
ical, p athetic, even tragic, of which 
the old time country district school- 
houses were the scene. Such a book 
would be not only entertaining, but 
valuable, throw ing light up on the 
unique features of our p ublic school 
system a generation ago. 
I was one of the first “female teach­ 
ers” who ventured to take charge of 
a winter school in a certain country 
district. As such lor several years 1 
encountered an absurd but very p re" 
valent 
p rejudice 
against women 
teachers, as well os unruly instincts 
of the “ big boys in the buck seats” 
and the deep 
snow drift* of the 
country roads. 
The adventure befell me during my 
first winterschool. I was then aoout 
25 years old. 
During the early au­ 
tum n I had resumed my studies a t a 
well-known New England seminary, 
where I had already been for two 
years. 
Then in Sentember. ray fa­ 
ther died suddenly. He left a small 
p rojierty which, with p rudence and 
labor, might, p erhap s, enuble my 
m other to give her children a home 
until we should, one after another, 
be old enough to go forth and strive 
with the great world. 
I went home to the funeral of my 
father with the knowledge th a t I 
could not return to the seminary, 
but was still resolved toearn enough 
to finish iny studies there. At home 
I met my uncle John, a brother of 
my mother, who live» l in Northern 
Vermont, and who, when I told him 
my trouble, offered me the p osition 
of teacher of the winter school in his 
district. The rate of p ay was six 
dollars a week, for the term of six ­ 
teen weeks duration. 
The school was a country school, 
where the teacher “boarded around” 
aud took the consequence*. 1 suffered 
a few minor inconveniences, such as 
having to warm the “sp are-bed” in 
every house a t which I took my 
a 
uarters, and running the risk of 
ysp ep sia as the result of the en­ 
deavor of every clever housewife to 
“set the best table” for the school- 
m a’am. 
But, on the whole, the first 
five weeks of my teaching p assed 
very agreeably to me. 
Many of the boarding p laces were 
quite a mile distant from the school 
house, But I was stroug and full of 
health, and in p leasant 
weather 
lound the walk to and from the 
school 
When the day was storm y I was 
conveyed to the school-house in the 
farm er’s big “lumber box ,” and I 
took a lunch of 
the good, crisp 
“tw isters” and sage cheese for the 
goon ing. 
The school-house was an old-fash­ 
ioned 
one, strongly 
built, 
with 
heavy doors and small, high win­ 
dows. In one corner of the grent 
room was a broad, shallow closet, in 
w hich the children hung their wrap s. 
This closet sometimes served as a 
p alace of solitary confinement for 
very young offenders against the 
good onler of the school. Its heavy 
door 
was fastened with a great 
clumsy button, against which, when 
once it was turned up on him, it was 
useless for the p rison» *r to contend. 
It was the 
2-‘lrd of November 
and the six th week of the school. 
The weather had been clear and 
cold in the early morning, hut short­ 
ly after sunrise the sky became over­ 
cast. Early in the afternoon snow 
began to fall and a biting wind 
sp rang up , sending the tem p erature 
rap idly downward. 
When school closed a t 4 o'clock the 
storm was in full blast. Amid wild

1 congratulate you on j 
imp roving; I thought you would hit 
som ething in tim e.” Elwes owned a 
great m any houses in different p arts 
of London,and when any oneofthem 
hap p ened to tie vacant he would go 
and occup y it to save p aying rent him- j 
self. Two lieds, two chairs, and a table 
was all the furniture he had.and an old 
woman who acted as his housekeep er 
was hissoiecomp anion. As he moved 
so often his friends sometimes had 
much difficulty in finding him. Once, 
after a long search, they discovervd 
him in a vai an t house stretched out on 
an old p allet-bed, and alm ost deud. 
When he was restored he said he had 
tieen ill for several days, And th a t 
his old housekeep er, for some reason, 
had not been near him. 
Her lifeless 
body was subsequently found In the 
garret, where it had ap p arently Inin 
for two days. 
Elwes’ great and con­ 
sta n t fear was th a t he would die in 
p overty, and this so p reyed up on his 
mind th a t he became alm ost insane. 
The delusion shortened his life by 
twenty years.

Some one should write a work up­ 
on the early “deestrict schools” of 
New England—not an analytical or 
statistical 
work, but rather one 
descriptive of th at remarkable edu­ 
cational institution, in which should 
be incorporated some of the most 
striking occurances—amusing, com’ 
ical, pathetic, even tragic, of which 
the old time country district school­ 
houses were the scene. Such a book 
would be not only entertaining, but 
valuable, throwing light upon the 
unique features of our public school 
system a generation ago. 
I was one of the first “female teach­ 
ers” who ventured to take charge of 
a winter school in a certain country 
district. As such for several years I 
encountered an absurd but very pre* 
valent 
prejudice 
against women 
teachers, as well os unruly instincts 
of the “big boys in the back seats” 
and the deep snow drifts of the 
country roads. 
The adventure befell me during my 
first winterschool. I was then about 
25 years old. During the early au­ 
tumn I had resumed my studies a t a 
well-known New England seminary, 
where I had already been for two 
years. 
Then in September, ray fa­ 
ther died suddenly. He left a small 
property which, with prudence and 
| labor, might, perhaps, enable my 
J mother to give her children a home 
until ive should, one after another, 
be old enough to go forth and strive 
I with the great world. 
I went home to the funeral of my 
father with the knowledge th at I 
could not return to the seminary, 
but was still resolved to earn enough 
to finish my studies there. At home 
j I met my uncle John, a brother of 
my mother, who live*! in Northern 
Vermont, and who, when I told him 
my trouble, offered me the position 
of teacher of the winter school iu his 
district. The rate of pay was six 
dollars a week, for the term of six­ 
teen weeks duration. 
The school was a country school, 
where the teacher “boarded around” 
aud took the consequences. I suffered 
a few minor inconveniences, such as 
having to warm the “spare-bed” in 
every house a t which I took my 
quarters, and running the risk of 
dyspepsia as the result of the en- 
! deavor of every clover housewife to 
| “set the best table” for the school- 
ma'am. But, on the whole, the first 
five weeks of my teaching passed 
very agreeablj' to me. 
Many of the boarding places were 
quite a mile distant from the school 
house, But I was strong and full of 
health, and in pleasant 
weather 
found the walk to and from the 
school invigorating and enjoyable. 
When the day was stormy I was 
conveyed to the school house in the 
farmer’s big “lumber box,” and I 
took a lunch of tbe good, crisp 
“twisters” and sage cheese for the 
mooning. 
The school-house was an old-fash­ 
ioned one, strongly 
built, 
with 
heavy doors and small, high win­ 
dows. In one corner of the great 
room was a broad, shallow closet, in 
which the children hung their wraps. 
This closet sometimes served as a 
palace of solitary confinement for 
very young offenders against the 
good order of the school. Its heavy 
door was fastened with a great 
clumsy batton, against which, when 
once it was turned upon him, it was 
useless for the prisoner to contend. 
It was the 
23rd of November 
and the sixth week of the school. 
The weather had been clear and 
cold in the early morning, but short­ 
ly alter sunrise the sky became over­ 
cast. Early in the afternoon snow 
began to fall and a biting wind 
sprang up, sending the temperature 
rapidly downward. 
When school closed a t 4 o’clock the 
storm was in full blast. Amid wild 
bewailing the children were bundled 
off in their respective vehicles for 
home, leaving me to wait alone for 
the arrival of my uncle, in whose 
family I was to spend Thanksgiving. 
Darkness was already falling. I 
put on ray rubber boots and wrops, 
and sat before the stove, expecting j 
every moment the arrival of Uncle 
John.

as signets by the ancient Babylon, 
ians.

These cylinders are the length and 
size of a lady’s finger. Upon their 
surfaces are beautifully cut intaglios. 
To exhibit the nature and perfection 
of these ancient carvings on such 
very hard substances tile custodians 
of the museum had made imprints 
on tine plaster, which were placed by 
the aula of the cylinders.

We fancy th at 
if victims to this painful remedy can 
purchase immunity from its pains at 
the expense of a few bce-stings, they 
will be very glud to do so.

A Trip Fp Country. 
The writer visited the Pine river 
region last week in company with L 
U. White, and had the pleasure of 
viewing the government dam on that 
stream for the first time. The river 
is at a very low stage and the gates 
of the dam are raised, but the gentle­ 
men in charge are look ing daily for 
orders to close them down. Two men 
are stationed there and their task is 
far from being an arduous one judg­ 
ing from appearances, their work be­ 
ing to raise and lower the gates as 
directed by the government engineer, 
and see that the work s are not inter­ 
fered with. They are furnished with 
a cosy house which is k ept neat and 
clean. The day we were there was 
Dec. 10th, and the weather was so 
fine that the doors were thrown open 
aa in mid-summer, something unusual 
in that latitude. 
The river is not 
frozen over and several flock s of Mal­ 
lard dock s were seen flying over and 
sporting in the river on the trip. On 
Thursday a visit was made to the 
headquarters of the Cross Lak e Log­ 
ging Co., on Cross Lak e, which is the 
starting point of the new logging rail­ 
road just completed. 
The road is of 
standard gauge and ex tends some 
fifteen miles into the heart of a heav 
ily timbered country. 
There are 
branches which are laid from the main 
line in several different places from 
one to two and a half miles in length 
but these are only temporary, and as 
fast as the timber is ex hausted will be 
tak en up and moved further on to do 
service m a similar capacity in other 
places. 
The main line is built as 
substantial as any railroad, and the 
opinion is ex pressed by some that it 
is intended as a start towards an out­ 
let by rail for that region, and will be 
ex tended to some objective point, 
and it is quite lik ely that from Cross 
Lak e the line will be run to the Mis- 
•iseipot river in the nex t year or two, 
a distance of ten or twelve miles, 
which would obviate the necessity of 
sluicing the logs through dams and 
rafting across lak es to reach the main 
stream. Mr. E. Whitnsy, the manager 
of the concern, had just arrived from 
Minneapolis, and he took considerable 
interest in ex plaining the details and 
giving all the information a*k ed for 
in regard fo the project. The road is 
now in operation, and while we were 
there a train of logs, consisting of 
twenty-four cars, and scaling some 
7 0,000 feet arrived and were unloaded 
on thé landing. The operations have 
just commenced, and it will tak e a 
little time to get things running as 
the company desire, but it is ex pected 
that the operating force will be able 
to bank two million feet a week , and 
the road will be operated far into the 
■ummer. 
While in that vicinity we were en­ 
tertained by A. T. Kimball, familiarly 
k nown as “Cod,” at hia stopping place 
on Pelican Creek . 
Mr. Kimball is 
very pleasantly located, and is enjoy­ 
ing unbounded prosperity in his busi­ 
ness, and although 
located some 
twenty-four miles from Brainerd, 
there are few men who enjoy a wider 
acquaintance or number more friends 
than Mr. Kimball and his estimable 
wife.

A Trip Up Country. 
The writer visited the Pine river 
region last week in company with L 
U. White, and had the pleasure of 
viewing the government dam on that 
stream for the first time. The river 
is at a very low stage and the gates 
of the dam are raised, but the gentle­ 
men in charge are looking daily for 
orders to dose them down. Two men 
are stationed there and their task is 
far from being an arduous one judg­ 
ing from appearances, their work be­ 
ing to raise and lower the gates as 
directed by the government engineer, 
aud see that the works are not inter­ 
fered with. They are furnished with 
a cosy house which is kept neat and 
clean. The day we were there was 
Dec. 10th, and the weather was so 
fine that the doors Mere thrown open 
aa in mid-summer, something unusual 
in that latitude. 
The river is not 
frozen over and several flocks of Mal­ 
lard ducks were seen flying over and 
sporting in the river on the trip. On 
Thursday a visit was made to the 
headquarters of the Cross Lake Log­ 
ging Co., on Cross Lake, which is the 
starting point of the new logging rail­ 
road just completed. 
The road is of 
standard gauge and extends some 
fifteen miles into the heart of a heav­ 
ily timbered country. 
There are 
branches which are laid from the main 
line in several different places from 
one to two and a half miles in length, 
but these are only temporary, and as 
fast as the timber is exhausted will be 
taken up aud moved further on to do 
service in a similar capacity in other 
places. 
The main line is built as 
substantial as any railroad, and the 
opinion is expressed by some that it 
is intended as a start towards an out­ 
let by rail for that region, and will be 
extended to some objective point, 
and it is quite likely that from Cross 
Lake the line will be run to the Mis- 
•iasipDi river in the next year or two, 
a distance of ten or twelve miles, 
which would obviate the necessity of 
sluicing the logs through dams and 
rafting across lakes to reach the main 
stream. Mr. E. Whitney, the manager 
of the concern, had just arrived from 
Minneapolis, and he took considerable 
interest in explaining the details and 
giving all the information a«tked for 
in regard *o the project. The road is 
now rn operation, and while we were 
there a train of logs, consisting of 
twenty-four ears, and scaling some 
70,000 feet arrived and were unloaded 
on the landing. The operations have 
just commenced, and it will take a 
little time to get things running as 
the company desire, but it is expected 
that the operating force will be able 
to bank two million feet a week, and 
the road will be operated far into the 
summer. 
While in that vicinity we were en­ 
tertained by A. T. Kimball, familiarly 
known as “Cod,” at his stopping place 
on Pelican Creek. 
Mr. Kimball is 
very pleasantly located, and is enjoy­ 
ing unbounded prosperity in his busi­ 
ness, and although 
located some 
twenty-four mil— from Brainerd, 
there are few men who enjoy a wider 
acquaintance or number more friends 
than Mr. Kimball and his estimable 
wife.

Reversed the Order. 
The case of A. L. Hoffman vs. The 
Northern Pacific railroad for damages 
which was decided against the com­ 
pany in the lower court was carried 
to the supreme court which body has 
reversed the order with the fallowing 
comments: 


After a “roundtrip” or “excursion” 
railroad ticket has men used by the 
holder in going one way over the 
route, it is good in the hands of a 
purchaser from the original holder, 
for the return trip, there being no 
C -ndition to the contrary. In an act­ 
ion for a threatened expulsion sf a 
passenger from a railway train by the 
conductor, for the alleged invalidity 
of his ticket, evidence considered as 
not justifying the conclusion that the 
conductor acted malevolently. 
The 
mere fact that an act may have been 
wrongful and injurious do— not jus­ 
tify exemplary damages, in the ab­ 
sence of actual malice or wanton in­ 
difference as to the rights invaded. 
The fact that the passenger was com­ 
pelled to borrow money to pay fare 
illegally exacted is too remote to af­ 
ft a basis for the asse—meat of 
ages. The same is true as to the 
remarks or comments of other passen­ 
gers subsequent to the transaction 
complained of.
